Maintenance of the present naval 
force of about 137,000 men and 20,000 
marines is provided for in the bill, 
which p@ssed the senate in less than 
two days after it was taken up. It 
appropriates $108,000,000 to «om- 
plete the 1916 bulliding progr of 
156 vessels, due to be finished in 
three more years at additional cost 
of $361,735,000, but does not provide 
for any extension of that program.

I took an 
identicat position in my own ‘toun- 
ty when I told them that I would 
not stand on -any technicality to 
give the county to Palmer, al- 
though I voted for him. I told them 
that, if Stephens County voted: for 
Smith, he must have the county.. I 
simply want to see justice done and 
the votes of the people counted as 
they were cast.” 

B. M. Blackburn gave notice of 
possible contests on behalf of Mr. 
Watson for the vote of Chatham, 
Elbert, Echols, Fulton and Lee 
counties, although he said he did 
not concede the right of the sub- 
committee to decide any of the con- 
tests, and he was speaking without 
authority from Mr. Watson, with 


matter. 

He said that In Chatham county 
the name of Mr. Watson was 
scratched off the ballots before they 
were given to the voters and that 
the voting places were managed by 
policemen and detectives of the city 
of Savannah. In Elbert, he claimed 
that the county had been first 
counted for Watson and that the 
vote had been changed the day 
after to give a plurality of one to 
Palmer. He. believed that a con- 
test would be made for Echols, al- 
though he could not speak with cer- 
tainty as he had not seen the returns 
from that county.. He had heard 
that thirty-seven votes in Fulton 
precinct, cast for Watson, had been 
thrown out. If that were true, he 
would want to contest the county. 
In Lee, he said, the name of Mr. 
Watson was not printed on the 
ticket, but instead the name of Mr. 
Palmer had been printed twice. 
Lee county went for Senator Smith 
and it appeared that a considerable 
number of votes in that county had 
been cast for Watson. , 

Mr. Dean’s Position. 

Outlining the position of the com- 
mittee on the rules, Mr. Dean safd 
in opening the discussion: 

“The rules were published by the 
executive committee on the day of 
their adoption and became the law 
under which the primary was held. 
All the candidates adopted the rules 
in submitting their names to the 
executive committee to be placed on 
the ballot. If any one of them had 
wished to run for president under 
any other rules, it was his privilege 
to do so, but after agreeing to the 
rules in allowing their names to be 
submitt 1 under them, they are 
estopped from making a protest 
against them.” 

Defending the right of the sub- 
committee to pass upon contests, 
Mr. Dean declared that it was the 
identical procedure adopted by the 
national authorities of the party, 
where the claims of contesting state 
delegations were first submitted to 
and passed upon by a sub-commit- 
tee of the national democratic com- 
mittee. He believed that the. dele- 
gation from Georgia would be back- 
ed by a majority of the delegates 
to the Georgia convention, but the 
¥inal authority to pass upon its ¢re- 


}dentials would be the national con- 


vention at San Francisco under 
such rules as that body might de- 
termine. They, of course, would be 
guided by the rules under wigcts 
the primary was held in Georg! 

A Sovereign~ Body. 
--“Mr;-Barrett declared that the dem- 
ocratic executive committee’ was a 
sovereign body in making the rules 
under which democratic primaries 


were’ held and was»recognigzed by 
Tthe law of the state. 


The May con- 
vention, he said, was the creature 
of the executive committee and the 
creature could not be greater than 
the creator. The only convention 
to which the committee was in any 
way responsible was the conven- 
tion to be held in October following 
the fall primary when a new com- 
mittee would be elected. 

“If gn appeal is to be made from 
the action of this committee,” he 
added, “to whom will the appeal 
be made?’ Can an appeal be taken 
from the creator to the creature?” 
Mr. Barrett also called attention 
o the Neill primary act which pre- 
scribes that, in holding elections 
for state officers, the plurality coun- 
ty unit vote controlled in every 
case’ except that of governor and 
United States senator, in which 
cases run-over primaries were pro- 
vided for. The committee could not 
provide a rur-over primary in this 
Gase, which was, not an election, 
either for senator or governor, and 
must be governed by the plurality 
rule which .was the policy of the 
state in all other cases. 

Barrett Refers to Law. 


The law referred to by Mr. Bar- 
rett which, he said, made the rules 
adopted by the executive committee 
the binding law of the state, fol- 
lows: 

“The party authorities shall in 
all matters not provided for in this 
chapter formulate rules and regu- 
lations for holding said . primary 
election and for making returns 
—- to the proper party authori- 
ties. 

“Every such primary election shall 
be held at the time and place and 
under the regulations prescribed by 
the rules, of such party, organiza- 
tion or aSsociation and the returns 
shall be made and the result de- 
clared was prescribed in this chap- 
ter.” Park’s Annotated Code, vol. 
1, sections 135 and 136. 

The Neill act says: 

“In the contest for all said 
offices, except United States 
senator and governor, the can- 
didates for such offices who re- 
ceive the -highest number of 
ceunty unit votes ‘throughout 
the state shall in like manner 
be declared the nominee of such 
party Yor said offices respec- 
ively, *t being the intention of 
this proviso that the majority 
of the county unit vote shall be 
the determining factor for the 
nomination of United States 
senator and governor, and that 
the plurality of the county nnit 
vote shall be the aptermintng 
factor for the nomination to al 
other offices named in section 
1 of thig.act.”’ 

Section 127, volume 1. of Park's 
Annotated Code says: 

“Every ap agen primary elec- 
tion held by any political party, 
organization or association for 
-he purpose of choosing or se- 
lecting candidates for office, or 
the election of delegates to con- 
ventions in this state shall be 
presided over and conducted in 
the manner and form prescribed 
by the rules of the political par- 
ty, organization or association 
holding such primary election.” 

Raled Out of Order. 

A protest in the form of an af- 
fidavit filed by A. P. Baylor against 
the refusal of the committee to 
place the name of President Wil- 
son on the ticket was ruled out of 
order by Chairman Flynt. Judge 
Flynt said that personally he would 
have liked very much to have seen 
President Wilson in the race, put

Washington, April 238.—The su- 
preme court was asked today by the 
government to reopen the anti-trust 
suit against the United States Steel 
corporation, dismissed on March 1 
by a 4 to 3 decision. 

The government’s argument on the 
motion for @a@ rehearing was based 
largely upon the 4 to 3 decision ren- 
dered by the court last Monday or- 
dering the dissolution of the Read- 
ing company amé@ its -subsidiaries, 
the first of the-so-calléed anthracite 
coal cases to be decided. 

Lounsel for the govepnment de- 
clared that the steel case would 
seem to fall within the Reading 
case, and that “the holding of the 
steel corporation to be a legal cor- 
poration under the anti-trust act 
would appear to conflict with the 
conclusions expressed in that and 
other decisions.” 

Chief Justice White and Associate 
Justices McKenna, Holmes and Van 
Devanter rendered the majority 
Opinion in the steel case, while As- 
sociate Justices Day, Pitney and 
Clarke joined in a minority opinion. 
Chief Justice White and Associate 
Justices Holmes and Van Devanter 
dissented from the majority in the 
Reading case, and the chief justice 
wrote the dissenting opinion. Join- 
ing Associate Justice Clarke in the 
majority opinion were Justices Pit- 
ney, Day and McKenna. 

Justice McKenna announced the 
majority opinion in the steel caSe. 


Treasury Will Pay 
England Interest 
On Deferred Debt 


Washington, April’ 28.—Payment 
of the 5 per cent interest on de- 
ferred obligations to the British 
government incurred by the Amer!i- 
can. navy during the war will be 
made by the navy department under 
a ruling today by the comptroller 
of the treasry. 

The interest charge, amounting in 
all to $40,000, was eliminated by 
naval disbursing officers in London 
in settling accounts for repairs and 
equipment fer American naval craft 
because Of lack of authority to pay 


it, and a ruling was requested of 
the comptroller. 

It was understood that the ruling 
of the comptroller wold apply also 
to the: war departns it,. but the 
amount involved on ar y accounts 
was not disclosed. 
Wide difference de Opinion was 
said to exist among. treasury off!- 
cials as to this ruling, some of them 
contending that since this govern- 
ment does. not pay its own citizens 
interest on deferred settlements, it 
could not legally make such pay- 
ments to the British. Comptroller 
Warwick, however, said he could 
find no legal reason for refusing to 
meet the British charge, and decided 
aecordingly. 

The text of the ruling- was not 
made public.

Tht largest operating units are still 
those controlled by Carranza, and 
with the exception of Sonora, Sin- 
aloa and a few othér states con- 
trolled by the rebels, the balance of 
power was said to rest with the 
government. The chief immediate 
difficulty of federal leader mili- 
tary observers here said ro that 
the .harassing of Carrandza’s lines 
of communication might force them 
to adopt a defensive attitude in 
place of offensive measures against 
the rebels.’ 

Zapatisths Busy. 

News from the southern part of 
Mexico confirmed reports that Cuer- 
navaca Puebla and Cuautla wére in 
rebel] hands, and Zapatistas had 
gathered in some strength in the 
southern part of the state Mexico 
adjoining the federal district. 

The official statement published

On the 
entrance of the governor to the 
grandstand a salute of 17 guns was 
fired by the Tech artillery bat- 
talion. 

Mounted police led the parade, 
followed by the provisional brig- 
ade staff under the command of 
Colonel T. N. Colley. First in 
line of march came the Tech 
ee ek Oe eS.

SALARY RAISE FORCED. 
UPON AUGUSTA MAYOR 


Augusta, Ga., April 28.—(Special.) 
—An ingrease of $2,000 per year 
was literally forced upon Mayor W. 
R. White, of Augusta, when city 
council met last night to consider 


the salary ordinance. When the 
new salary law was read it was 
shown that the pay of the mayor 
was placed at $5,000. Mayor White 
directed the readin clerk to 
change the sum to $3,000. which 
has been the pay of the mayor for 
a long term of years. 

Members of council insisted that 
the mayor of Augusta is the execu- 
tive of a $40,000,000 concern, and 
they maintained that he should re- 
ceive a salary in keeping with the 
importance of the office. 

“T insist that it is not the time to 
raise the salary of the mayor,” Mr. 
White said. “I was elected when 
I knew what my salary was to be. 
I was elected mayor for three years 
at a saalry of $3,000 a year, and I 
do not believe it is the proyince of 
the council, to raise that . salary. 
The city needs $2,000 for many 
things. You can find better use to 
which to put it than by putting it 
on the salary of the mayor. I urge 
you not to do as you plan.” 

Council not only included. the 
reevor’s salary with small _ in- 
creases in the pay of several city 
officials, but so fixed it that if he 
vetoes the ordinance, he turns 
down increases to a large number 
of men. It is not believed that he 
will exercise the veto.

Paris, April 28.—The great work- 
ing class of France intends to stop 
for a period of twenty-four hours, 
on May 1, the entire productive or- 
ganism of the country, as a silent 
reminder of its power. Trades 
unionists declare that virtually 
every wheel of industry will be 


- motionless during that period, and 


predict the most extensive shut- 


down in the history of the country. 
An unprecedented number of 


unions throughout the country aré¢ 


co-operating in the movement, in- 
cluding railway workers and min- 
ers. There is reason to hope, how- 
ever, that the demonstration will 
go further than a dignified 
show of power. 
The leaders e doing- theif ut- 
violence, 
realizing that “redisms” are in 
oe throughout the world to- 
Consequently, they prefer to 
le the remainder of society 
through a complete stoppage of 
work, rather than by actual force. 
All national labor organizations 
have circularized their various 


- branches cautioning them against 


outbursts such as h@ve characteriz- 
ed past demonstrations. 


Government's Precautions. 


However, recalling the auspicious 
calm which preceded the day in 
1919, the government is taking quiet 
precautions and has forbidden pa- 
rades and open-air gatherings.

Place for the roulades and trills 
of a coloratura, and fer the debut 
of a lyric tenor and satisfaction for 
those opera-goers who care only for 
the obvious in musical theme and 
treatment—such must have been 
the reasons for the selection of 
Donizetti’s “Lucia di Lammermoor” 
for last night’s program by the 
Metropolitan Opera company. And 
apparently this last class of listen- 
ers were in the majority over fiose 
who felt with Byron’s gladiator 
that there is still such a thing as 
being “butchered to make a Roman 
holiday.” 

But why question a success? It 
is just as reasonable as James 
Hungker’s query, “Why argue with 
bad ‘taste?” 

This same coloratura, Barrientos, 
for whom the opera was put on, 
and who has grown considerably 
in artistic stature since her first 
season here several years ag0, 
finds in Lucia, which is even more 
undividedly a “prima donna opera” 
than most of the other ' Italian 
works of its period (1835), an un- 
excelled medium for arousing just 
such enthusiasm as last night’s big 
house awarded her.

Rev. R. B. O. England, pastor of 
the Martha Brown Memorial Meth- 
odist church, and one of the most 
widely known ministers of the 
North Georgia conference, died sud- 
denly about 6 o’clock, Wednesday >, 
morning, at his residence, 69. Maet- 
ropolitan avenue. : 

The deceased was 64 years old 
and during his long career as a 
Methodist minister had been pas- 
tor of a number of the leading 
churches in this section, among 
them being the churches at Thom- 
aston, Conyers, Monticello, Wood- 
lawn, Augusta and St. Paul, At- 
lanta. 

Surviving him are his widow; two

NEW ORLEANS LOWERED 
BY SELLING PRESSURE 


New Orleans, April 28.—Heavy 
selling pressure was felt by cotton 
today as the result of a more opti- 
mistic view of the situatian sur- 
rounding the new crop.
